Very few friends ot0ic()ualiitiinccs of 


Mr. P. V. Germain,.'who conducts a, 
boarding-house at C? Cabot street, are 
aware of the fact that he has the title 
of captain. Such la the case, however, 
and jusi :i few dayn ago tie received a 
cheque to Hie amount of 1100 fr°ln the 
Canadian government, for services ren- 
dered his country during: tho Kenlan 
raid in IS70. Some 13 years ago he 
was also awarded a silver medal from 
UN? British government In recognition 
of faithful duly during the said Inva- 
sion of the 1'enians. 


Cain. Germain \vas born at StX3cne- 


vieve de I}atlscan, Que.. on March 29, 
lStO, and at the age of IS he was ono 
of the founders of the TOth Volunteer 
Itattalion of Champlain, Que.. he being 
a member of Company N 
To. 5. In those 


days the volunteers drilled with 
the 


entire forjj?ade^l2 days a year.and the 
exercises were held al 
I.evis. 
Que. 


Shortly after the inception of this bat- 
talion, the lirat Fenian raid took place, 
but ihose volunteers were not called 
upon for duty. 


Mr. Germain enlisted as a private for 


three years, occupying the position oE 
drummer. Later he was promoted to 
corporal, and when the 1879 Kenian 
'trouble broke out he had been promoted 
to the rank of ensign. Ho served two 
yef rs as such and was made lieutenant, 
a prade he kept for 25 yearn, when he 
was promoted to -captain, leaving the 
service a year later, after having been 
a member of this volunteer regiment 
for 32 consecutive years.

from the states Invaded Canada, the 
?0th battalion was called upon, but In-

1S49. and at the age of 16 he was one 
of the founders of the "Oth Volunteer 
Battalion of Champlaln, Que., he being 
a member of Company N'o. 5. In thoso 
days the volunteers drilled 
with the 


entire brigade 12 days a year and the 
exercises were held at 
Levls, Que. 


Shortly after the inception of this bat- 
talion, the first Fenian raid took place, 
but those volunteers were not called 
upon for duty. 
Mr. Germain enlisted as a private for 


three years, occupying the position of 
drummer. 
I^ater -he was promoted to 


corporal, and when the

trouble broke out he had been promoted 
to tho rank of enslun. He served two 
years'as such and was made lieutenant, 
a grade he kept for 26 years, when he 
waSvpromoled to captain, leaving the 
service a year later, after havinp been 
a member of this volunteer regiment 
for 32 consecutive years.
